OW that nominations for 
the Urban Council 
elections have closed, the 
public, and more especially 
that section entitled to vote, 
awalt with interest the 
“platforma” which — the 
candidates intend to pro- 
mote. It Iv to bo trusted 
they will not be too high 
fulutin. The election is 
not intended to provide on 
opportunity to campaign 
for constitutional reform, 
housing reform, _ better 
conditions for the “white 
collar brigade,” the creatlon 
of a mayoralty or more 
schools. These aybjects, in 
themselves, are worthy 
enough, but none comes 
within the orbit of the 
Urban Council, To many 
minds this may seem 
deplorable; =omay = appear 
to justify a candidate 
making “Reform of the 
Urban Council” ao main 
platform plank. Never- 
theless, Urban Council 
elections must be kept in 
their proper perspective. 
They are quite Important 
ug a symbol of a growing 
civic consciousness in the 
Colony and of providing 
almple means for testing 
the practical interest of 
voters in the — privilege 
which. enfranchisement 
beatows on them. They 
could, and probably will, 
lay the foundation — for 
wider management of local 
affuirs through elected re- 
presentatives, That is a 
sensible and logical target. 
But it {s as well to remind 
ourselves that the forth- 
coming elections are for the 
express purpose of clecting 
ttwo candidates to assist 
the Urban Council in ful- 
filling its specified func- 
tions, always, of course, 
keeping first and = fore- 
most in mind the Inte>esta 
of the general public, 
whose daily lives ore to a 
greater or lesser degree, 
affected by the policies 
and operations of the 
Urban Council. It has 
been emphasised before— 
and it will bear re- 
petition — that the real 
work of Urban CouncfHore 
is embodied in the time 
and thought they spend in 
select committees: where 
speeches, no matter how 
homeric in content, never 
see the light of publication: 
but where members have 
the best chance of faith- 
fully serving the public 
weal. Tho test therefore 
is not the election cam- 
paign, but the ability, after 
being chosen, to adapt 
oneself to the often 
tedious requirements of ao 
Council whese functions are

The kind of reactor one 
chouses to bulld depends largeiy 
upun what one wishes ty do 
with It, If the objective In ty 
produce a dense utmosphere ot 
neutrons to change uranitun- 
238 into plutonium, that is one 
thing; if the objective is tu 
develop a compact, high-powered 
engine for a submarine, that is 
quite another.

and operates at a much higher 
power level—30,000 kilowatts. 
It uses natural uranium aos fuel 
and graphite os the neutron 
moderator, The shield is of 
fron and concrote, and the 
cooling agent t alr. 


This was the first research 
reactor to produce cnough heat 
at a sufficiently high tempeta- 
ture to permit tho generation 
of some usable power, but It 
has never been used for this 
purpose. The cooling alr leaves 
the reactor at a temperature of 
330 dogrees F—hot cnough to 
operate a amall steam power 
plant, but not het enough to 
operate it efficiently. 


Compicted In 1951 at the 
Atomic Energy Commission's

Breeding 


The main purpose of this ex- 
perimental breeder reactor 
(EBR) is t investigate the 
process known os “breeding.” 
The neutrons produced by a 
nuclear = fire chun be used to 
change U-238 into plutonium 
and thorium into U-233. The 
idea of “breeding” Is to do this 
so eMciently that more fuel is 
-created than js consumed In the 
process—u potential means of 
changing = all the mineable 
uranium and thorium = in the 
world into fissionable fuel, The 
Commission announ.ed in June 
1953 that breeding had been 
achleved in the EBR.

nineticth birthday. It 
is French by nationality, 
German by annexation and 
Amorican by adoption, 

Nincty years ago it was born 
in the Inventive mind of a bad- 
tempered, antl-Britlsh, ° puri- 
tanical, unsuccessful Paris 
stockbroker pamed Jules Verne, 
who became the author of a 
plece of ° flamboyant = fiction 
clumsily named "From the Earth 
to the Moon." 

Now space travel is the theme 
of what many students believe 
to be the fastest - growing 
section of publishing, with a 
steadily mounting readership, 

Its funatically serious cx- 
ponents jook with ‘kindly con- 
tempt on the ploncering Jules 
Verne, who vent his imaginary 
lravetlers to {he moon Inside a 
shell fred from a gigantic 
cannon (to the cost of which 
stingy Britaln alone refused to 
contribute, according to the 
Anglophobe Verne), 


Gravity's tricks 


Verne might have known, say 
the modern space-travel experts, 
that the only way to roach the 
moon is by rocket. Just how 
it could) be done; what the cost 
would be; what the risks would 
be: these are topics which are 
discussed with awe-inspiring 
coolness by the dedicated 
Ulerary crusmiers of cosmic 
tourism, 

Their high priest is a Teutonic 
amalgam of mystic and tech- 
nicloan named Dr Wernher von 
Braun to whom Britala owes 
its brief and disagreeable war- 
time acquaintance with the V2 
rocket, 

Von Braun, formerly head of 
the V2 project, now works for 
the U.S. Army Ordnance on 
guided missile development, He 
Inspires a clrele of American 
thunkers who, as Leonard tells in 
his trenchantly wrilten book, 
grapple wlth problems of space 
navigation, the establishment of 
n satellite statlon in space (es- 
tImated cost 4,000 million 
dollurs) as the first step on the 
moon-trip.

In US Deteriorate 
Congressional Committee 
Issues Report 


Washington, Feb. 26. 

The Joint Congressional Economic Committee today reported deteri- 
orating economic conditions in the United States but was confident that 
the country was strong enough to avoid “a serious further recession” in 


1954. 


The Committee, in a report issued at the end of hearings on Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s message to Congress last month, noted that unemploy- 
ment had increased, industrial production had fallen off and farm ‘income 


had shrunk.

conditions by taking mote of the 
isenhower administration's 
‘determination to employ all of 
its powers to grevent and 
minimise economic slumps in 
the future”, 

The Committee emphasised 
that the problem of foret 
trade policy was intimately 
linked with the aolution of 
United States farm problems. 
But it flatly rej the 
Admintistration’s posed farm 
programme which included re- 
commendations to cut farm 
acreages to meet reduced de- 
mand and to set aside or 
“insulate” from domestic and 
foreign markets $2,500,000,000 
worth of surplus farm commo- 


les. 

It said it had reason to be 
Meve the American farm family 
might be “in a worse position” 
under President _ Eisenhower's 


proposal. 

The Committee suggested that 
a thorough study of long term 
trends in Communist dominated 
and other areas should be 
made. It directed its staff to 
study the problem. “The out~ 
come of the clash between East 
and West will in a large part 
be dependent upon productivity 
advances and relative standards 
of living”, it sald. 


PRIVATE DEMAND 


The report sald a substantial 
increase in private demand on 
the part of consumers and for 
business investment. was neccs- 
sary during the coming year... 

"The Committee as a whole 
Js confident that a serious 
recession can be avoided and 
that this increase in private de-

It was highly important to 
recognise the “hopo for 
possibility” of reduced defence 
spending.

Disposition of surpluses to 
Institutions for the needy, school 
lunches and foreign relict 
should be increased. 

The Committee pointed out 
that under price supports, Gov- 
ernment commitments to take 
large quantities of farm com- 
modities were “already large 
and growing.” Acreage restric- 
tions imposed on 1954 crops, {t 
said, were “an Inadequate cor- 
rective.” 


A B8TEP AT A TIME 

The agricultural problem, the 
Committee dec! , “must not 
tempt us into regarding post- 
porament o3 a solution. We do 
feel, however, that any satis- 
factory solution must look not 
only at the needs of the im- 
mediate situation for economic 
stability, but beyond to the 
long-run problem of economic 
and national growth.” 

Any programme should pro- 
ceed “at a step at a time,” 

In a supplement to the report, 
Democrat members of the 
Committee suid though they 
were in general . with 
the findings, the economic situa- 
tlon was more sarious than the 
report or President Eisenhower 
admitted, 


until the economy “fell flat on 
its dace” before taking preven- 
tlve action, . 

“Whilb there well might be 
a eoisonal upturn in March, there 
is mo ~ assurance that it would 
mean the end of the recession,” 
they added. ~ 

They called for “immediate, 
effective action to insure against 
the danger of further deteriora- 
tion of the national economy.”
